Bus Offering 
Viewed With 
Suspicion 

But P.E. May Agree To 
Give Limited Service In 
Canyon If Terms Accepted 

The Chamber of Commerce sug¬ 
gestion that the Pacific Electric 
include the Canyon Park district 
in its proposed "stub" bus ser¬ 
vice between Sierra Madre and 
San Marino stands a “fair 
chance” of being adopted by the 
railroad company, it was revealed 
this week by Paul N. Carter and 
Tliomas R. Meader, members of 
the Chamber's transportation 
committee, following discussion 
of the subject with O. A, Smith, 
general traffic manager of the 
Pacific Electric. 

“Your proposition looks favor¬ 
able, providing a schedule can be 
worked out,” Smith was reported 
to have said. 

Smith has taken the proposed 
bus-service extension under ad¬ 
visement. 

Warning against taking a too 
optimistic view of the situation 
however, several members of the 
Chamber called attention to the 
fr.ink suspicion of numerous com¬ 
muters of the railroad company’s 
ultimate aim ,in spite of its as¬ 
surances to the contrary. 

They also declare that many 
commuters regard the railroad’s 
statement that it is too expensive 
to outfit and install the “1000- 
type" cars on the shuttle service 
as little more than “stock 
phraseology.” 

The route now being considered, 
according to Carter, will be east 
on Sierra Madre Blvd., north on 
Mountain Trail avenue to Sturte- 
vant Drive, into the Canyon Park 
district via Sturtevant Drive as 
far as hte municipal plunge, back 
ou Sturtevant Drive to Mountain 
Trail avenue, north a half block 
to Mira Monte avenue, west to 
Baldwin avenue and south on 
Baldwin to Sierra Madre Blvd. 
Terminus of the busses would be 
the Huntington Drive junction in 
San Marino. 

It was pointed out that the 
proposed route would provide the 
500 Canyon Park residents with 
a direct transportation hookup 
with Los Angeles. 

A test run of the proposed 
route was made by Carter recent¬ 
ly, revealing, he said, that a 
schedule could be easily worked 
out. 

The P. E’s petition to the rail¬ 
road commission, a copy of which 
was received by the Chamber of 
Commerce this week, .says it pro¬ 
poses to operate "single deck mo- 
toi coaches of standard make and 
modem design, of not less than 
25-passenger capacity.” The pe¬ 
tition declares that “travel checks 
have been taken and Indicate that 
a 25-passenger motor coach will 
adequately care for the traffic 
offered. No change in fares is 
proposed. 

Injecting a surpri.se element in 
the rail-bus situation, printed 
cards urging readers to “protest 
the abandonment of electric rail 
service” appeared mysteriously on 
telephone poles, trees and other 
public places over the weekend. 
About four by two inches in 
size, the cards read: 

“Protest the abandonment of 
electric rail service betwen Sier¬ 
ra Madre and San Marino by 
writing the local Chamber of 
Commerce and patronizing the 
present rail service. Protect your 
property values by keeping elec¬ 
tric railway service.” 

The cards appeared up and 
down West Sierra Madre Blvd., 
on the walls of the two P, E. 
stations here and along the trol¬ 
ley route through Lamanda Park 
and San Marino to the junction. 

Just who put them up is some¬ 
thing of a my.stery. The Chamber 
of Commerce had no knowledge 
of them. City officials were com¬ 
pletely in the dark. The local 
P. E. agent likewise was at a 
less to account for the cards. 
Even the conductors and motor- 
men professed ignorance. 

Observers hazarded two pos¬ 
sible sources of the cards— the 
Electric Railroaders Association 
andthe Railway Brotherhood. It 
was recalledthat I. R. Black, 1110 
West 61st street, Los Angeles, 
repre.senting the former body, 
wrote the Chamber of Commerce 
recently vigorously protesting the 
proposed abandonment of part of 
the P. E’s rail service here. 

The Chamber of Commerce is 
expected to take some definite 
action on the bus proposal at a 
meeting of the directors Tuesday 
morning. A conference with city 
officials will be held in the in¬ 
terim in the hope that there will 
be united action on the subject

P«ETfY SOFT 

Is California to have a pre¬ 
ferred class of citizens? There 

are distinct signs that we are 

beaded that way. Curiously 
enough they live off the taxpay- 
ina public. Goodness knows there 
are applicants aplenty now for 

the soft jobs on the State pay¬ 
roll but if Governor Merriam 
slgM a bill just approved by the 
Assembly everyone will be clam¬ 
oring for the coveted places. And 
no wonder they are coveted. The 
powerful, persistent employes put 
over a law placing all the State 
payrollers under civil service, so 
that they were sure of their jobs 
no matter how indifferent or in¬ 
competent they might be. Then 
there was a general salary in¬ 
crease. Now the Assembly passes 
a bill giving this favored class 
a five day week of six hours a 
day—no work Saturdays or Sun¬ 
days, and of course public em¬ 
ployes get a break on every pre¬ 
text for a holiday, while others 
toll. And the work is never hard 
or exacting. Pretty soft for the 
payrollers. 

IMPORTANT SURVEY 

The official report from the 200 
CCC camps of the Nation saying 
that governors on 20,000 trucks 
bad decreased highway accidents 
60 per cent is of the utmost im¬ 
portance. 

This is the most exhaustive 
study ever made on the subject 
of the effect on highway acci¬ 
dents of curbing high speed. The 
fact that the study was made 
under United States Army offi¬ 
cials, who are in charge of the 
CCC camps, stamps the report as 
absolutely authentic.

Furthermore, the experience of 
the camps demonstrates the folly 
of the assertion that high-speed 
engines are necessary to extri¬ 
cate drivers from dangerous situ¬ 
ations. In the CCC camps, high 
speed involved drivers in trouble 
far more often than it assisted 
them in getting out of it.

■It is hardly too strong to say 
that the Constitution was made 
to guard against the danger of 
good intentions, real or pretended. 
There are men in all ages who 
mean to exercise power usefully— 
but who mean to exercise it. They 
mean to govern well but they 
mean to govern; they promise to 
be kind masters but they mean 
to be masters. They think they 
need but little restraint upon 
themselves. Their notion of the 
public interest is apt to be quite 
closely connected with their own 
exercise of authority.

And two of i 
the loveliest birds in the | 
world we think, a pair of, 
Baltimore orioles, have come to, 
live in our garden. Building a: 
nest under the frond of a palm. 
Where there wasn’t any nest be- ^ 
fore. So they're probably young. | 
F’or older orioles, so far as we’ve 
observed, return to their previous 
nesting places year after year.! 
Or, gold; as in oriflamme. Hence, 
oriole. The male-bird shining gold 
—a flash of Pentecostal fire— 
with a black cap and jabot; and 
black pipings on his smartly 
tailored coat :his wife in a sort| 
of filmy golden green. We’d been 
hunkering for orioles. i 

D own in Hollywood our house 
had a patio, not very large, 
shaded by a clump of banana- 
trees. And here a pair of orioles 
used to build their nest, or nests, 
every year, practically within 
reach of our hand. There were 
seasons when they’d build as 
many as three nests, one right 
after the other; using only the 
last one, though, when it came to 
!the business of raising a family. 

I And a friend of ours who knew 
I ail about birds told us that the 
orioles did this because, at the 
time the first nest was com¬ 
pleted, they’d found that the 
weather was still unsettled. So 
I they’d just gone on building be¬ 
cause of the joy they took in 
their work. 

I IKE artists. We thought of that 
when we were up at Alfred 
Dewey's affair the other eve¬ 
ning under the Wistaria Vine. A 
fine exhibition. Of pictures painted 
right here in Sierra Madre. With 
no thought of gain. Beautiful. 
Doubly so—the beauty of the 
achievement itself and the beauty 
of the quest behind the achieve¬ 
ment. Not a greedy stroke of the 
brush in the whole exhibition. Not 
a millionaire, either, we warrant, 
in all that group of artists as¬ 
sembled there who’d made the 
exhibition possible. 

R ecalling again the Poets’ 
Night at the Vine; when the 
Cheyneys presidM. From 
orioles to Aureoled, so to speak. 
Birds, painters, poets, musicians. 
When will our musicians have their 
night at the Vine? Our human— 
nightingale.s, this time. We re¬ 
member the first time we ever 
heard a nightingale. It was in 
Paris. Just before dawn. In a 
dark and silent street. From over 
the wall of an old garden. It 
came like a spilling of musical 
pearls, a little cascade that 
shivered right through you, leav¬ 
ing you with a sensation of mys¬ 
terious delight. As some pictures 
do, and poems and other music, 
or any generous deed. 

B ut about those orioles. Another 
reason why we think this 
present pair are engaged on 
their first nest building job is that 
they make such a fuss about it. The 
old-timers we knew in Hollywood 
never made half the fuss. 'They’d 
strip down a few strong fibers 
from the banana-leaf, taking 
turns at the task, and hitch these 
up into a sort of swing; and the 
swing would become a padded 
saddle, then a woven tube; and 
then, almost before you know it, 
there you’d have it—the suspend¬ 
ed pouch, smooth as a lady’s 
purse • and the green-gold mother- 
bird s'llpplng in and out Just for 
the pleasure of it. 

B ut these young birds dawdle 
and talk and go out to lunch. 
There are a couple of abuti- 
lons (flowering-maples) in our 
back yard, hung with a thousand 
little red mission-bells; and at the 
base of these bells, where calyx 
and corolla meet, there exudes an 
elixir the orioles love. Our young 
orioles pass hours in these abu- 
tilons, busy as bees; nor spoiling 
the flowers, either, any more than 
bees would do. Then back to the 
business of getting that nest into 
shape. But in the present Instance 
it’s the bridegroom who insists 
on doing most of the work— 
jabbering, jabbering; while the 
bride just sort of skips around 
and lets him. You can almost see 
her smile.' You can almost hear 
her say: "Let him alone. He’s 
happy. I’ll smooth it all out later, 
the way it ought to be." 

W ’E remember now. When we 
started to do this column we 
had decided to write some¬ 
thing about economic determinism. 
That just shows you. Anyway, 
we’ll say this. Watching orioles the 
way we do, and poets, and artists, 
and dreaming of nightingales—as 
anyone may here in Sierra Madre, 
God bless it!—we’ve come to the 
belief that there’s a determinism 
far more potent than the Marx¬ 
ian sort. We mean—how shall 
we put it? —a determinism of 
the spirit! —in orioles, in every¬ 
thing. A determinism, or urge, 
of the great. Great Spirit, is 
what we really mean; making the 
whole year round a sort of— 
Whitsuntide.

I F you by chance spent your, 
boyhood days in the so-called ! 
effete east and after success¬ 
fully combating measles, whoop-1 
ing cough and mumps, you got ' 
yourself all tangled up with pol-' 
son ivy and had to stay out of ■ 
school for a couple of days, you, 
haven’t forgotten, have you? 

Of course you remember those I 
days- -and even a brief leave of I 
absence from school hardly made 
up for the annoyance and dis¬ 
comfort of the rash that had to 
be treated due to poison ivy con¬ 
tact. 

In this part of California, poi¬ 
son ivy boasts of a twin brother 
in poison oak, just as deadly and 
much more attractive in appear¬ 
ance. For the benefit of the 
mountain hiker or autoist I am i 
printing a description of poison 
oak and quoting Spence D. Tur- i 
ner. County Forester and Fire; 
Warden, who sounds the following I 
warning: j 

‘‘■Don’t attempt to pick any of 
the greenish-yellow, tassel like 
flowers now in bloom in Los An¬ 
geles water shed areas. If you 
do, you will probably suffer all 
the misery that comes from con¬ 
tact with poison oak, which is 
now in bloom. I 

“The plant can easily be dis¬ 
tinguished by its glossy leaves of 
bright g;reen, with their irregular¬ 
ly wavy edges. They grow in 
groups of three leaflets to a stem. 
In late summer these leaves 
turn red—offering another temp¬ 
tation for amateur botanists and 
others to contact the poison.” 

Many Sierra Madreans have 
felt the sting of poison oak and 
know what it looks like. Others 
do not, so remember the old say¬ 
ing: ‘‘An ounce of prevention is 
worth a pound of cure.” 

With ideal weather for motor 
trips many from this city have 
hit the highways to Ensenada in 
old Mexico in hopes that the 
great yucca fields just south of 
Rosarito Beach might be in 
bloom. 

Our Mr. Gerry Stewart visited 
Ensenada over the weekend and 
reported a delightful trip, but no 
yuccas. Cold weather this winter 
has apparently retarded the beau¬ 
tiful white flowers and accord¬ 
ing to reliable information blooms 
are not expected until about the 
second week in June. It must be 
a great sight when those miles 
upon miles of yuccas are in 
bloom and I hope to see the show 
this year. 

On my never-to-be-forgotten 
trip to Ensenada last August I 
saw two different herds of wild 
j horses, real wild horses who 
grazed and then trotted up steep 
j mountainsides like mountain sheep 
I or goats. Yes, there they were 
roaming free and wild. No man 
had captured them to break their 
wills and fettered them with irk¬ 
some bonds. 

You will likely see these rov¬ 
ing herds of wild horses if you 
motor down into Mexico. 

In spite of all the opposition, 
not only by so called reformers, 
but civic and church societies, 
that there is not enough room in 
Southern California for two race 
tracks, plans are going merrily 
ahead for the opening of the Del 
Mar 'Turf Club July 3, for a 
meeting that closes July 31.

N O left turns here!” 

That public warning signal 
has bobbed up with rapidly 
increasing frequency along Cali¬ 
fornia’s legislative highway dur¬ 
ing the final weeks of the 1937 
lawmaking session. 

And the Legislature which 
threatened, at its outset, to be 
the most radical in the state’s 
history .has taken heed of the 
warning in an increasing num¬ 
ber of instances. 

Still far from conservative, the 
Legislature now racing toward 
adjournment has nonetheless kille ' 
hundreds of radical, visionary and 
extravagant schemes which had 
willing sponsors less than three 
months ago. The public reaction 
against radicalism, which came as 
an aftermath of the “sit-down ' 
strike” and violent outbreaks in 
Industrial di.sputes, has undoubt- j 
edly been a dominant factor in j 
bringing a change of sentiment 
in the legislative houses, but 
much of the credit for a more 
temperate attitude also belongs to 
able and conscientious legi.slator? 
who counseled caution and rea¬ 
son. even when the tide of public 
opinion seemed to have veered to 
the left. 

To California’s farming areas, 
facing the most troubled outlook 
in labor relations in recent years, 
the psychological effect of the 
apparent swing of the pendulum 
against radicalism in the Leg;ls- 
lature is of greater importance 
than any farm legislation pro¬ 
posed or enacted. And to farm 
I taxpayers, in common with other 
taxpayers, the rejection of pro- 
Iposals which would have sharply 
increased tax burdens is further 
cause for thankfulness. 

Samples of extreme and extra¬ 
vagant legislation, proposed in 
j January, but shelved in April and 
jMay, Include: 

! Repeal of the Criminal Syn- 
Idicallsm Act; decisively repudi- 
: ated in the Assembly committee, 
i The abortive attempt to rush 


through a legislative pardon for | 
Tom Mooney; stopped in the Sen- | 
ate. 

The extremely one-sided Assem¬ 
bly Labor Relations Act, setting 
up unfair labor practices for em¬ 
ployers with none for employee. 
Stopped in Senate committee. 

The so-called Garrison “Purity | 
of Election Bill.” which would : 
have prohibited farm groups, civic | 

1 organizations, taxpayers groups 
j and individual citizens from ef- | 

I fective participation in campaigns : 

! on vital public issues, or in .sup- 
I porting or opposing candidates 1 
I while leaving the door wide open i 
; to special interests willing to cir- j 
I cumvent the law. I 

Similar bills regarding lobby- I 
j ing. which would have permitted I 
j interests with expensive suites in 
I hotels to carry on as usual, but 
' would have denied public and 
I semi-public bodies the right, with- 
; out harrassment, to retain repre- 
j sentatives to appear for them in 
I the halls and committee rooms of 
: the Legislature. 

Some fifty bills to create new 
state departments as new expense 
j to the taxpayer: virtually all , 
I relegated to the legislative grave- 
! yard. 

A variety of 6-hour day bills 
(with 8 hours pay) which would 
have made business and Industrial 
overhead prohibitive in many in¬ 
stances, slowing down employ¬ 
ment, rather than aiding it. 

Attempts to bring farmers 
under the provisions of the un¬ 
employment insurance act; de¬ 
feated in the Assembly. 

Bills to require a chauffeur’s 
licen.se for all truck drivers (in¬ 
cluding farmers), to place farm 
work under the Contractor’s Li- i 
cense Law, etc. 1 

Possibility still remains, of | 
course, that the Legislature will | 
kick over the traces before ad- j 
joumment, and the fact still re- | 
mains that some extreme and un- | 
wise bills have passed both ! 
. houses and will undoubtedly be- i 
■ come law. But recalling condl- ' 
, tions a few months ago, it could 
1 have been much worse. 1

As is 1937, 1919 was 
one of the big strike years In 
America. In that post-war period 
more than four million men were 
Involved in 3630 disputes. But un¬ 
like the situation today, the chief 
demand of striking workers then 
was for higher wages and shorter 
hours. In 1919, this demand was 
the bone of contention in more 
than half the disputes, while the 
"recognition” issue figured In 
only a quarter of them. Today, 
nearly half of all strikes hinge 
principally on recognition, and 
those in which wages and hours 
are a primary consideration are 
but one-eighth of the total. The 
only real issue today Is who shall j 
speak for whom and to whom, 
and with how much authority.

Do you want to con¬ 
tinue under constitutional self- 
government, or do you prefer a 
communist or Fasct.st dictator¬ 
ship? Events are moving rapidly 
to a show-down. 

Mr. Citizen of the U.S.A. you 
must decide, and soon. If you re¬ 
main apathetic or quiescent the 
decision is going to be against 
you, and there will never be a 
hope of reversal except hy mili¬ 
tary force. 

The growth of Communism in 
the United States is the most 
amazing social and political 
movement In all history. The 
spectacle of a free people offer¬ 
ing to sell themselves into slavery 
^ for a fancied and phantom .se¬ 
curity is without parallel, and 
‘ can only be accounted for on the 
' basis of ignorance and indiffer¬ 
ence. 

The Communist attack is In.sld- 
ious and presistent. It is in all 
our schools and colleges. Every 
woman’s club in the country has, 
at some time or other, been ad- 
dres.-ed by Soviet speakers. 

In certain circles it is con¬ 
sidered smart to be red. On the 
contrary it is being plain dumb 
to allow yourself to be hood¬ 
winked. 

What is communism anyway ? 
On paper it is a beautiful theory 
of a society in which all share 
and share alike. In actual prac¬ 
tice, it is the Woody and de¬ 
spotic rule of a minority mob, 
in which you, Mr. Citizen, have 
no voice and no choice except to 
do and say just what you are 
told. 

You, women of America, who 
love your church and your God, 
how would you like to g;ive It all 
up to worship a Lenlnc — or a 
Farley? That is Ru.ssian Soviet¬ 
ism. 

You, women of America, who 
love your husbands, bow would 
you like to have him yanked from 
your arms in the middle of the 
night by the precinct committee¬ 
man and never hear of him 
again? And if you dare ask why 
or where .the firing squad for 
you. That is Russian Sovietism. 

You, fastidious women of 
America, who require your daily 
scented bath, pink silk undies 
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ond dlaphlanous stockings how 
would you like to wear coarse 
jotton fabrics and brogan shoes, 
drive street cars and pu.^h a 
scoop in the street? That is some 
more Russl.an Sovietism. 

Not HO .s-inart, ch? 

You, workmen of Amerl':a, 
how would you like to be herdeii 
together by iron discipline under 
military rule and compelled to 
work when and where and ni 
such task.*! as your despotic nms- 
tei' directs and for .such com¬ 
pensation as he decides? You 
have no voice and no choice. That 
is Russia today. And if your pirs- 
ent labor leader becomes dictator 
you will get just that. And don’t 
forget that Nazism and Fascism 
are no better. It is only a ques¬ 
tion of who dictates.
